of Perry White. A fow days ago he dis-
covered that she had been robbing him of
some of his silver plate, his table service
and other artioles and he dischinrged bey.

Deing n very violent women she swore
vengeance against ber employor,  Previous
to this Perry had also been ordered from
the place, being known inthe neighborhond
as a negro who lived by stealing.

He had resolved to kill Clay, and a letter
written by White, contaiuing n threat to
oarry oub his purpose, was shown lo  Clay.
The latter had anticlpated trouble with the
negro, and for ten days past when he went
out ogghis farm he carrled his pistol,

Yestorday morning General Clay mount.
Lis howne, with n small white boy behind
lilmy nud started to & negro churoh in  the
nelghborhood; wheroe bo intended to ongnge
a aook,

He had procecdod but a distancd
from liis honse when his gaw a looss horse
in a pasture near the roadside.  Just as he
wos passing the little boy remavked, “There
is Perry White,"

Clay ordered Whits from the place, when
tho latter vose from the ground and mnde
for him, when Clay fired twice.

Both balls took eitset, onein tho neck and
the other in the breast, nod the negro fell
dead, General Clay fmmedinteld rade to
town and gave himsell up.

Trouble with Strikers.

Lueiveswontn, Kansas, Oet, 1.—"The
laborers on the Kansas Central Nanow
Gango Railroad, nt the end of the lino nony
Circleville, have been on n strike for two
or three days past because they were not
paid their wages, Early Saturday morn-
ing a party of abont twenty citizons left
this eity and wers joioed nt Holton by the
Sheriff of Jackson cotnty and a posse of
filteen men, The train proceeded to the
scene of the disturbance, where a large
body of the strikers were congregated,
many of them on horseback, headed by o
man named Willism Hartman,  The party
was greeted with hootsand yells, Hartmau,
especially, being very offensive and demon.
atrative. Captain Taugh, leader of the
posse, commanded Hartman to halt, and
was answered by a pistol shot. The posse
was then ordered to fire over his head, and
Hartmwan replied with two shots from his
revolver, The posse then fired upon Hart-
man, inflicting wounds from which be
died the same evening. The train retumn.
ed to Cireleville, where it was met by a
crowd of strikers, and a warrant eworn
out against Captain Taugh, who was ar.
rested but released on his own recognizance,
At Holton the train was confronted by
anothor body of strikers, who took posses-
gion of the switch and declared they would
not let the train pass unless the posse
surrendered Captain Taugh to them. Thix
was refused and the train backed out,
Subsequently, the posse marched into
Holton, and took up quarters at the hotel,
which was surronnded by armed strilkers ;
but they did not attack the house, Taugh
was again arrested and released on §10,000
bail,
